Cairo, April 4.—(By the Associated, 
Press.) —The Earl of Carnarvon died | 
peacefully at 2 o'clock this morning. 
He was conscious almost to the end. 
His death was due to blood poisoning 
through the bite of an insect with 
the later development of pneumonia 

The death of the Earl of Carnarvon 
comes soon after the culmination of 
the exploit that brought him chiefly 
into publie notice—the discovery of | 
the rich tomb of the Pharaoh Tutank- 
hamen in the Valley of the Kings in 
Egypt by the archaeological expedi- 
tion which he headed. 

While the press of the world was 
still devoting no small amount of its 
space to the notable contributions 
to the world’s art and history which 
Lord Carnarvon and his fellow ex- 
plorers- had uncovered came the news 
that he had been suddenly stricken 
down and was lying seriously ill in 
Cairo from the bite of an insect. 

By the public at large the mis- 
fortune which the Earl had met was 
regarded as a lamentable incident of 
what might happen in ae tropical 
climate such as that of Egypt. But 
to the credulous students of Egyptian 


mysticism the news did not come as a 
surprise, 

DID ANCIENT 

CURSE KILL? 

Even before Lord Carnarvon Was | 
stricken with blood poisoning, an- | 
nounced due to ap insect bite, | 
there bad been talk of the curses 
laid by the ancient Egyptians with 
mystic incantations on any who dar- 
ed disturb the sleep of a Pharaoh.

SIDE BY PLANE 

Lord Carnarvon was first report- 
ed ill on March 19. _ His wife start- 
ed by airplane from London to his 
bedside in Cairo, but was brought 
down in Paris by a sudden illness 
that seized her in midair. She finish- 
ed the trip by boat agd rail, arriving 
to find her husband somewhat better. 
He was unable to fight off the poison. 
however, and soon suffered a relapse. 
This was followed by pneumonia. 

The fifth Earl of Carnarvon was 
born June 26, 1866 and succeeded his 
father to the Earldom in 1890. His 
mother was a descendent of the fa- 
mous Lord Chesterfield, author, states- 
man and a man of fashion. 

His father the fourth Earl of Car- 
narvon, was British colonia] secre- 
tary under Lord Derby and while

sued today by Samuel Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor. Mr. Gompers said he wanted 
to make the union position clear, in 
view of reports, published recently, 
that President Harding, while in Flor- 
(da, had been advised by certain 
friends to indorse “open shop” poli- 
cies in seeking reelection in 1924. 

“Let the issue come, if it is to 
come,” Mr. Gompers’ declared. 
“American labor will meet it on any 
field—political, otherwise. It is 
'only natural that the bankers, big 
business men, and railroad executives 
'who were responsible for the strikes 
of the working people last summer 
should advance these suggestions or 
proposals. 

“Yet the injection of this issue, 
which cannot be touched by legisla- 
tion, seems to indicate that some 
[one wants an assumption of power 
outside and above the law—semeihing 
that bears comparison to the fascisti 
movement in Italy. I wonder who 
they will choose to be the Mussolini 
of American reaction? I am sure the 
liberty-loving American people are not 
willing to bend the knee to any such 
group. Organized Jabor will live after 
this group has gone by the boards 
and been forgotten. 

“There has been nothing soa for- 
tunate since the close of the war for 
American life, prosperity and vwusi- 
ness than the strike last summer 
which checked the wave of wage re- 
ductions. The great unemployment 
just previous was largely due to those 
wage reductions, since, when the 
workers’ wages are reduced, their bus- 
ing power is lessened, they consume 
less, they reduce purchases, and plants 
shut down. The mainspring of the 
present revival was in those strikes.”

there beat Bright almost into insen- 
sibility. Mrs. Pace was not horse- 
whipped as at first reported, but was 
foreed to look on. 

Bright was given 24 hours in which 
to leave the city, under penalty of 
death. :

Deputies Find Couple. 

Sheriff's deputies and motorcycle 
police combed the highways around 
Macon for three hours before Depu- 
ties Hardison and Raley, of the sher- 
iff’s. force, came upon the couple 
trudging along a country road, walk- 
ing toward Atlanta. They had be- 
come lost on the lonely road and 
thought they were going toward Ma- 
can. 

The couple were brought to police 
headquarters, where Bright and Mrs. 
Pace gave their version of the affair. 

Mrs. Pace said she was not beaten, 
that the men informed her that they 
were not going to harm her, but were 
going to kill Bright. ‘‘They said they 
resented the testimony of a negress 
in Bright's suit for divorce Monday, 
in which charges were made that Mrs. 
Bright did not keep clean. The ne 
gress was a witness for Bright,” said 
Mrs. Pace. 

Woman Badly Scared. 

“They didn’t harm me, but they 
scared me most to death,” said Mrs. 
Pace. She begged that the affair be 
kept from the newspaper, saying that 
she was going to leave the city at 
once and did not wanc further em- 
barrassment, 

“They tied my hands and they put 
a mask on my face,” said Mrs. Pace. 
“I tore the mask from my face and 
saw them drag Mr. Bright from the 
car and throw him down on the 
ground. They first tied bis hands 
and put a gag in his mouth. ‘Then 
they drew out a lash or a leather 
strap and beat him repeatedly over 
the body.” 

Bright confirmed the report as given 
by Mrs. Pace and said that the kid- 
napers also stated that they whipped 
him because he tried to take his prop- 
erty away from his children. 

Bright's Story. 

“I offered to give them the home 
on Second street arid keep it in re- 
pair for my children for the rest of 
my life,’ said Bright, “provided it 
was not mortgaged or sold. They kept 
on beating me.” 

“I have done no wrong,” insisted '

interest is now displayed In the forth- 
coming trial of Patriarch Tikhon, head 
of the Greek Orthodox Catholic 
church in Russia. 

Tikhon is to be tried next week | 
before the Russian Supreme court on 
charges of resisting the attempts of 
the Russian government to seize prop- 
erty belonging to the church, 

Even if convicted, however, it 
not believed that a sentence of death 
will be passed upon him as in the 
case of Constantine. Budkevich, vicar 
general] of the Roman Catholie church 
in Russia, who was put to death re- 
cently. It is pointed out that Bud- 
kevich was convicted of treason while 
the charges against Tikhon are not 
near so serious. Several years in 
prison will be the maximum punish- 
ment for the patriarch if he is found 
guilty, it is believed. 

Tikhon has more followers in Rus- 
sia than any other prelates who have 
been brought to trial, Russia, during 
the reign of the Czars, was over- 
whelmingly Greek Catholic and the 
church was subsidized by the gov- 
ernment, 

Other religions before the revolu- 
tions, were barred from Russia. 
Shortly after the communists took 
over the government the announce- 
ment was made that representatives 
of any religion would be welcome in 
Russia. It was at this time that an 
arrangement was made between the 
government and the vitican which 
permitted Jesuits to abide in Russia 
after they had been barred for 30 
years,

Warden Says Every Ef- 
fort Will Be Made to 
Catch Him—Deputy 
Warden Goes to Athens.

after his escape from the federal 
prison in Atlanta, tonight turned the 
tables on his captors, and while his 
guard was out of the room for a few 
minutes, escaped from the hospital in 
Athens, where he has been confined 
since March 28, 

He left the hospital by way of a 
second-story window, 30 feet above 
the ground, using bed clothing in the 


place of rope, and to add insult to in- | 


jury he took with him the clothes of 
one of his guards. Officers are on 
the alert, every nearby town has been 
notified, and special federal prison 
agents are on their way here. 

Warden Dyche announced at 11:30 
o'clock that Deputy Warden L. J. 
Fletcher had left for Athens by auto- 
mobile to direct the search for Chap- 
man. 
| Chapman recently escaped from the 
federal prison in Atlanta and tater 
Was urrested by Madison county offi- 
cers after a running battle during 
Which he was seriously wounded.

Texus Technological college and ap- 
propriate $1,350,000 for the construc- 
tion of building at its last session, ac- 
cording to Judge Lewis T. Carpenter, 
of Dallas, who spent Tuesday and 
Wednesday in Atlanta inspecting the 
plant of the Georgia institution and 
conferring with its officials. Judge 
Carpenter was floor leader of the 
Texas house and is given eredit for 
having put through the bills which 
created the new institution. 

“In Texas we consider Georgia 
Tech one of the premier technological 
institutions in the United States and 
I consider it the greatest single as- 
set Georgia possesses,” Judge Carpen- 
ter said. “For the material develop- 
ment of the south we must train our 
own young men so that they can take 
charge of the organization and direc- 
tion of industrial enterprises. After 
me must develop our own re- 
sources if they are going to be de- 
veloped, and we can no longer afford 
to send our raw materials to other 
sections of the country to be manu- 
factured. In order to train the men 
who will bring about the industria!
